NATIONAL REVENUE 


As it’s geting along to the time of |. 


year when people start reaching 
for the aspirins and their income tax 
forms, this week's government de- 
partment is National Revenue—a de- 
partment responsible for collecting 
income taxes, excise taxes, duties and 
customs duties, It maintains 151 
customs-excise ports and 19 districy 
income tax offives throughout the 
country. 

It does a pretty efficient job of 
hauling in the shekels, and because 
it does half of our war costs are paid 
foy out of taxation. Of course avery: 
body knows how taxes have gone 
up, but did you know that in the year 
exding March, 31, 1989, only $142 mil- 
lion was paid in income tax, while 
lust ycar collections ran up to $1,635 
million? 

‘hose extra pennies yoa pay on 
soft drinks, cigarettes, chocolate bars, 
chewing um, etc., ran up to $638 mil- 
lin last year, compared with $165 mil. 
lion before the war. Even customs 
duties increased, though imports de- 
clined, from $89 million to $187 milk 
lion, 

Needless to say, the gumber of peos 
ple paying income tax has gone up, 
too, from 526,000 to 2,600,000! Ana 
it has taken more people to sort and 
check and receipt the tax returns: 
1,312 in 1939 and 5,390 today!

A Cl d B Dr. H. M. Tory, a former president of the Uni- 
re asse y versity of Alberta, and a leading Canadian edu- 
cationist, stated in a recent address that even 
Racial Origin members of families who have made Canada their 
home for several generations, tend to regard themselves as English, Irish, 
Scotch or French Canadians. This may be due in part to the fact that for 
statistical purposes Canadians are still classed according to their racial 
origin, no matter how many generations of their family may have been 
born in this country. Dr. Tory expressed the view that “a clear and well- 
defined sense of our own citizenship in our own Canadian nation within the 
British Commonwealth,” would be the best basis for a fuller understanding 
of our relation to the Empire, and to the other nations of the world. 
Situated as we are, in close proximity to two great powers, the United 
States and Russia, and bound also by ties of tradition and sentiment to 
Great Britain and France, there is no doubt but that Canada must be 


prepared to play an important. part in world affairs in the years to come.

It will be a slow 
job, especially in dealing with the 
young Germans who have had the 
tenets.of Nazism instilled into them; 
but it can be shortened to quite an 
extent by giving the Germans an ob- 
ject lesson of what will be in store 
for them if they feel like fostering 
the old spirit, of revenge. To have 
before them the sight of men pre- 
paring against, the possibility of an- 
other war—to see thousands of young 
.Britons. getting to take Germany in 
hand and administer another beat- 
ing unless she behaves—should be a 
salutary restraining influence. 

Col. Wise’s suggéstion is worth con- 
sidering. With a possible extension 
—of having a sizeable portion of the 
“international police force” train in 
Germany. Letting the Germans real- 
ize that it is not Britain alone they 
will have to face if they misbehave.

Human Test Tubes 


Men In U.S. Prisons Volunteer For | 
Medical Research 

Behind bars in three of the na-| 
tion’s federal prisons some 200 men | 
are gambling their lives to aid the 
Allies on the battlefronts. |

supply to the brain is diminished 
Severe pain over the heart, i.e, “‘to- 
bacco angina” is likely caused by a 
diminished blood supply to the heart 
muscle, In one form of arterial 
disease, whera the vessels are nar- 
rowed or partly obstructed, smok-

Smoking should be stopped if there 
{s coronary heart disease, It also 
has a had effect if a person has a 
stomach or duodenna] ulcer. The 
irritation to the nose and throat and 
smokers’ cough seem to make sinus 
trouble and catarrhal deafness worse. 

Smoking is a habit not an addic- 
tion and anyone cap stop smoking 
with very little unhappiness if they 
are convinced that they should stop. 
Eyen inveterate smokers, who for 
one cause of another discontinue the 
habit, have stated they feel like “new 
persons.” {id dete 

It makes little difference whether 
a pipe, cigars or cigarettes are smok- 
ed. It is the amount of smoking that 
is significant. ‘Whgn a _ normally 
healthy person smokes not more than 
six cigarettes a day or ttwo mild 
cigars or only a corresponding amount 
in a pipe,ha may be classed as a non- 
smoker as far as health is concerned. 
Denicotinized cigarettes are expens. 
ive and really are not worth buying 
for the slightly reducad nicotine con- 
tent. 

Tobacco is not a sedative and it 
does not cause stimulation or bring 
a “lift” to those accustomed to its 
use. The act of smoking and the 
sight of tha smoke may divert the 
mental processes in people who are

More About Extension 


Education, including s0~ called 
extension, is a function of provincial 
governments. Agricultural experi- 
mentation and research is mostly in 
Dominion Government hands. 

Tt is necessary to assume, at 
resent, that the administrative 
eatures of agricultural services will 
not change materially. It might be 
advantageous to combine the exten- 
sion services of universities and 
provincial departments of agricul- 
ture. There are many arguments 
for placing experimental farms 
under a’ provincial administration 
with headquarters at the provincial 
university. On the other hand, 
there is much to be said for an 
expansion of extension and educa- 
tional services through channels of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture. The possibility of any 
such radical measures, even if they 
are desirable, is remote. 

Two ways, at least, of improve- 
ment are open to us under the 
existing setup.,, One is the expan- 
sion and improvement of present 
services, and the other. is the co- 
ordination of services both within 
and. between provinces. 

The absence of a direct adminis- 
trative connection between research 
and experimental institutions, 
chiefly Dominion Government and 
universities, and the extension 
services, chiefly rovincial, is a 
serious weakness. As a result, many 
Dominion Government experimen- 
talists have, often in spite of them- 
selves, been successful extension 
workers. We suggest that provincial 
extension services shoul engage 
specialiste in plant diseases, soi 
insects, etc., to work wi and 
through the agricultural representa- 


ves, 

Our second proposal is to the 
‘ect that annual or semi-annual 
Prairie Province extension confer- 
ences should be held, so that 
workers might benefit from an 
interchange of ideas and that our 
left hand may know what our right 
hand is doing.
